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Report  of  the  Highway  Dept 


To  the  townspeople  of  the  Town  of  Williamsburg,  I 
hereby  submit  a  brief  summary  of  projects  worked  in  the 
various  accounts  of  this  department  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1965. 

CHAPTER  90  CONSTRUCTION  $18,000.00 

With  this  account  we  finished  3,000  feet  of  Mountain 
Street  project  with  the  exception  of  some  finish  grading 
of  shoulders  and  slopes  and  guard  rails  which  will  be  in- 
stalled next  summer.  Work  included  —  trim  blasting  of 
cuts,  3,000  yards  of  fill  and  burrow,  9,439  yards  gravel 
worked  to  grade,  drainage  installations  and  6,310  gallons 
hot  asphalt  sprayed  on  and  covered  with  310  tons  %-inch 
pea  stone  rolled  in  place.  Some  type  of  finish  surface  coat 
wiD  have  to  be  put  on  next  summer. 

TOWN  RECONSTRUCTION  AND 

NEW  CONSTRUCTION  ACCOUNT  $6,000.00 

With  this  account  we  rebuilt  1,900  feet  of  the  Village 
Hill  Road  from  junction  of  Old  Goshen  Road  and  Village 
Hill  Road  westerly  to  Hillcoat  Bridge.  This  work  included 
—  cutting  and  grubbing,  widening  and  graveling  to  a 
grade.  A  drainage  system  was  installed  which  included 
building  of  seven  structures  and  lajing  of  994  feet  of 
various  sized  pipe.  For  surface  we  used  hot  asphalt 
sprayed  on  with  3/s-inch  pea  stone  for  wearing  surface. 

DEPOT  ROAD  PROJECT    Article  #34  $6,000.00 
With  this  account  we  rebuilt  the  old  dirt  road  from 
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where  hard  surface  ended  northerly  to  junctions  of 
O'Neil  Road,  Adams  Road  and  Depot  Road  1,950  feet.  The 
work  included  all  cutting  and  grubbing,  digging  out  and 
graveling  to  a  suitable  grade.  All  drainage  lines  were 
replaced  and  40  feet  of  sub  drains  installed.  New  struc- 
tures built  on  all  cross  pipes.  Top  was  hot  asphalt  sprayed 
on  with  %-inch  pea  stone  for  wearing  surface. 

EASTERN  AVENUE  PROJECT    Article  31  $1,500.00 

With  this  account  we  extended  this  street  another  500 
feet.  This  work  included  removal  of  loam,  graveling  to  a 
suitable  grade  and  topped  with  hot  asphalt  spray  covered 
with  %-inch  pea  stone.  There  is  a  balance  in  this  account 
which  will  be  held  over  to  next  summer  to  put  on  a  seal 
coat  and  grade  up  the  shoulders. 

BRIDGE  AND  RAILS  ACCOUNT  $3,000.00 

With  this  account  we  replaced  one  of  our  old,  unsafe 
and  narrow  bridge  structures  on  Old  Goshen  Road  across 
the  Mill  River.  This  work  included  strengthening  and 
widening  of  abutments,  placing  of  steel  I  beams  (18-inch) 
and  the  welding  of  steel  planks  to  these  beams.  Also 
welded  steel  flex-beam  guard  rails  to  deck  and  posts.  This 
bridge  is  now  16  feet  wide,  with  enough  abutments  to 
widen  to  20  feet  with  an  H-20  rating  when  the  road  is 
widened.  Also  had  much  repair  work  on  our  wood  plank 
deck  bridges.  Installed  42-inch  pipe  under  plank  bridge 
on  Adams  Road.  When  this  project  is  completed,  it  will 
eliminate  another  of  our  wooden  structures.  We  feel  that 
much  more  money  should  be  expended  to  get  our  bridges 
in  at  least  a  safe  condition.  Have  sent  detailed  report  to 
the  Finance  Committee  on  all  bridges  for  study. 

MAINTENANCE  ACCOUNTS   Chapter  81  $14,700.00 

Chapter  90  6,000.00 

With  these  accounts  all  regular  and  routine  work  such 
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as  sealing,  scraping,  graveling,  sweeping,  etc.  was  done  on 
all  roads.  Elsewhere  in  this  report  will  be  found  a  com- 
plete street  listing  with  amounts  expended  on  each  street 
under  Chapter  81  account. 

WINTER  AND  GENERAL  HIGHWAY  ACCOUNT 

$19,000.00 

During  the  1964-65  winter  season  the  Department  had 
to  work  31  storms:  eight  rain  or  freezing  rain  and 
twenty-three  snow  storms.  Although  we  had  many 
storms,  most  of  them  were  small  with  a  total  accumula- 
tion of  60  inches  of  snow.  The  average  amount  of  snow 
for  this  area  is  75  inches.  Had  to  do  much  salting  and 
standing  with  241.81  tons  salt  and  3,273.1  tons  of  sand 
being  applied  to  our  streets  plus  two  tons  Ca  CI2 

I  would  like  to  thank  all  the  Town  Officials,  Depart- 
ment Heads  and  townspeople  for  their  cooperation  which 
has  made  it  possible  to  complete  all  the  various  projects 
of  this  Department.

I  will  lump  these  three  accounts  under  one  report  as 
much  of  this  work  is  done  at  the  same  time  or  in  close  co- 
operation with  each  other. 

A  total  of  54  trees  were  removed  last  year.  Most  of 
these  being  diseased  Elms,  but  also  including  9  sick  or 
dead  Maples  and  14  dead  Elms.  Most  of  the  topping  and 
dropping  work  was  let  out  to  contract  with  Town  forces 
picking  up  and  disposing  of  the  trees. 

All  roadsides  were  sprayed  for  weed  and  brush  control 
also. 

We  still  have  many  more  diseased  Elms  that  will  have 
to  come  down  in  the  next  few  years.  Trees  that  were 
planted  last  year  appear  to  be  coming  along  nicely  and 
we  hope  to  continue  this  program  next  year.

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Report  of  the 
Town  Hall  Committee 


Ten  meetings  of  the  Williamsburg  Town  Hall  Com- 
mittee have  been  held  in  1965  as  needed  to  proceed  with 
restoration  of  the  Town  Hall. 

Specifications  were  drawn  up  to  (1)  finish  the  heating; 
(2)  make  necessary  repairs  to  the  building;  (3)  paint 
exterior,  rest  of  interior  and  completely  refinish  audi- 
torium floor,  (4)  install  new  coach  lamps  on  front  of 
building  and  new  auditorium  lights;  and  (5)  landscape 
the  grounds  and  renovate  entire  lawn  area. 

Work  has  been  progressing  very  satisfactorily  under 
the  competent  supervision  of  Leo  P.  Stramese  of  North- 
ampton. However,  completion  of  the  work  has  been  halted 
due  to  a  letter  received  from  the  State  requiring  the  heat- 
ing unit  "shall  be  enclosed  or  separated  from  occupied 
area  by  at  least  8  inches  of  masonry". 

Accordingly  the  committee  would  like  to  see  the  unit 
in  an  outside  compartment  for  perfect  compliance  to 
regulations,  safety  and  ease  of  future  service. 

The  state  inspector  commended  the  town  on  a  beauti- 
ful town  hall  restoration  and  it  is  felt  this  problem  when 
corrected  will  effect  a  much  more  satisfactory  arrange- 
ment for  many  years  to  come.

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Report  of  Board  of  Health 


The  Board  of  Health  submits  the  following  report  for 
the  year  ending  Decembr  31, 1965. 

All  establishments  serving  food  or  drink  were  inspected 
as  required.  Due  to  new  State  regulations,  one  establish- 
ment was  refused  a  license  until  certain  requirements 
were  met.  In  the  interim  the  business  was  discontinued. 
Licenses  to  milk  dealers,  milk  producers  and  for  the  sale 
of  milk,  including  stores  were  issued. 

Mr.  Harold  Smart  completed  his  inspection  as  inspec- 
tor of  livestock  and  slaughtering  and  the  inspection  of 
animals  shipped  from  out  of  state. 

Permits  were  issued  for  the  replacement  of  several  old 
septic  tanks,  and  for  the  installation  of  new  systems,  ac- 
cording to  our  new  building  code.  (No  permits  for  major 
alterations  or  new  buildings  can  be  issued  without  ap- 
proval of  the  Board  of  Health.  Enforcement  of  the  code 
requires  the  cooperation  of  all  the  Boards). 

The  Well  Child  Clinic  was  arranged  by  Mrs.  Sharon 
Lashway,  the  Visiting  Nurse.  Dr.  Use  Lewy  was  the 
attending  pediatrician.  47  children  from  Williamsburg 
and  46  children  from  Haydenville  were  examined. 

In  the  spring,  the  Chairman,  Mrs.  Graves  attended  an 
inservice  training  session  at  the  Public  Health  Center  at 
the  University  of  Massachusetts  in  Amherst.  The  infor- 
mation obtained  there  has  helped  to  solve  some  local  prob- 
lems. In  October,  Mrs.  Graves  attended  a  Housing  in- 
spection seminar  in  Springfield  which  was,  also,  inform- 
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ative  and  instructive.  It  is  hoped  that  these  seminars 
will  be  continued. 

A  clinic  for  immunization  against  diphtheria,  pertussis, 
tetnus  and  poliomyelitis  is  planned  for  this  coming 
spring. 

We  hear,  occasionally,  of  progress  concerning  a  sewer- 
age system  for  the  Town.

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made 
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an  audit  of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Wil- 
liamsburg for  the  period  from  December  1,  1962,  the 
date  of  the  previous  examination,  to  April  30,  1965, 
and  report  thereon  as  follows : 

The  financial  transactions,  as  recorded  on  the 
books  of  the  several  departments  receiving  or  disburs- 
ing town  funds  or  committing  bills  for  collection,  were 
examined,  checked,  and  verified  by  comparison  with 
the  records  in  the  office  of  the  town  treasurer  and  the 
town  accountant. 

The  books  and  accounts  in  the  town  accountant's 
office  were  examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  re- 
corded receipts  were  compared  with  the  treasurer's 
books  and  with  the  records  in  the  several  departments 
collecting  money  for  the  town,  while  the  payments  as 
entered  were  checked  with  the  treasurer's  books  and 
with  the  treasury  warrants.  The  appropriations  were 
checked  with  the  town  clerk's  records  of  financial  votes 
passed  by  the  town  meetings  and  with  the  finance  com- 
mittee's authorizations  of  transfers  from  the  reserve 
fund. 

The  general  and  appropriation  ledger  accounts 
were  analyzed,  the  necessary  adjustments  resulting 
from  the  audit  were  made,  and  a  balance  sheet  show- 
ing the  financial  condition  of  the  town  on  April  30, 
1965  was  prepared  and  is  appended  to  this  report. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  several  town  officials  re- 
quired by  law  to  furnish  them  for  the  performance  of 
their  duties  were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper 
form. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer 
were  examined  and  checked.  The  cash  book  additions 
were  verified  and  the  recorded  receipts  were  compared 
with  the  town  accountant's  books,  with  the  depart- 
mental records  of  payments  to  the  treasurer,  and  with

other  sources  from  which  money  was  paid  into  the  town 
treasury.  The  payments  were  checked  with  the  war- 
rants approved  by  the  selectmen  and  with  the  town  ac- 
countant's books. 

The  treasurer's  cash  balance  on  April  30,  1965 
was  proved  by  reconciliation  of  the  bank  balance  with 
a  statement  received  from  the  bank  of  deposit,  by  ex- 
amination of  the  savings  bank  books,  and  by  actual 
count  of  the  cash  in  the  office. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  held 
by  the  town  were  examined  and  checked.  The  amounts 
transferred  to  the  tax  title  account  were  checked  with 
the  collector's  books,  the  reported  redemptions  were 
compared  with  the  treasurer's  recorded  receipts,  and 
the  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  on  hand  were  listed, 
reconciled  with  the  town  accountant's  ledger,  and 
further  checked  with  the  records  at  the  Registry  of 
Deeds. 

The  savings  bank  books  and  securities  represent- 
ing the  investment  of  the  several  trust  and  investment 
funds  in  the  custody  of  the  town  treasurer  and  the  trus- 
tees were  examined  and  listed.  The  income  and  with- 
drawals were  proved,  and  all  transactions  and  balances 
were  verified  and  compared  with  the  books  of  the 
town  accountant. 

The  records  pertaining  to  funded  debt,  as  well  as 
temporary  loans,  were  examined  and  checked.  The 
temporary  loans  issued  were  compared  with  the  town 
treasurer's  recorded  receipts,  while  the  payments  on 
account  of  maturing  debt,  temporary  loans,  and  inter 
est  were  compared  with  the  amounts  falling  due  and 
were  checked  with  the  cancelled  securities  and  coupons 
on  file.  The  payments  in  advance  for  May  1,  1965  ma- 
turities were  listed  and  checked  with  the  amounts  on 
deposit  in  the  bond  and  coupon  accounts. 
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The  records  of  payroll  deductions  for  Federal 
and  State  taxes,  for  the  county  and  teachers'  retire- 
ment systems,  and  for  Blue  Cross  and  Blue  Shield  were 
examined.  The  deductions  were  footed,  the  payments 
to  the  proper  agencies  were  verified,  and  the  balances 
on  hand  were  reconciled  with  the  respective  controls  in 
the  accountant's  ledger. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were 
examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  accounts  out- 
standing at  the  time  of  the  previous  examination,  as 
well  as  all  subsequent  commitments  of  taxes,  excise, 
and  assessments,  were  audited  and  proved  with  the 
warrants  committing  them  for  collection.  The  recorded 
collections  were  checked,  the  payments  to  the  treasurer 
were  verified,  the  recorded  abatements  were  compared 
with  the  records  of  the  assessors,  the  transfers  to  the 
tax  title  acount  were  verified,  the  outstanding  accounts 
were  listed  and  proved  with  the  town  accountant's  led- 
ger, and  the  cash  balance  on  April  30.  1965  was  com- 
pared with  the  cash  in  the  bank,  as  shown  by  a  recon- 
ciliation of  the  bank  balance  with  a  statement  fur- 
nished by  the  depository,  and  with  the  cash  in  the  of- 
fice. 

This  comparison  showed  the  sum  of  $1,389.57  as 
due  from  the  collector  on  April  30,  1965.  of  which  sum 
$1,220.94  was  disclosed  when,  in  the  process  of  veri- 
fying the  outstanding  tax,  excise,  and  water  accounts, 
notices  were  mailed  to  a  large  number  of  persons  whose 
names  appeared  on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the 
town.  A  number  of  claims  of  payment  were  received 
and  were  carefully  investigated,  two  of  the  claims  ag- 
gregating the  above  §1,220.94  being  substantiated  and 
paid  over  by  the  tax  collector  to  the  town  on  June  18, 
1965.  From  the  remainder  of  the  replies,  it  appears 
that  the  outstanding  accounts,  as  listed,  are  substantially 
correct. 
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It  is  again  recommended  that  prompt  action  be 
taken  to  procure  a  complete  settlement  of  the  delin 
quent  tax  and  excise  accounts  which  date  back  to  1959. 

Attention  is  also  called  to  the  provisions  of  Sec- 
tion 2  of  Chapter  60,  General  Laws,  which  state  that 
the  collector  shall,  once  in  each  week  or  ofterner,  pay 
over  to  the  treasurer  all  money  received  by  him  during 
the  preceding  week  or  lesser  period  on  account  of  taxes 
and  interest. 

The  detailed  checking  found  necessary  to  balance 
the  collector's  accounts  added  materially  to  the  time 
consumed  in  making  the  audit. 

The  records  of  departmental  and  water  accounts 
receivable  were  examined  and  checked.  The  commit- 
ments were  verified,  the  recorded  collections  were 
proved  with  the  payments  to  the  treasurer,  the  abate- 
ments and  discounts  were  compared  with  the  depart- 
mental records,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were 
listed  and  reconciled  with  the  respective  ledger  con- 
trolling accounts.  The  petty  cash  advance  in  the  water 
department  was  verified  by  actual  count. 

The  records  of  deferred  water  assessments  were 
examined.  The  apportionments  and  the  amounts  added 
to  taxes  were  verified,  while  the  apportionments  due  in 
future  years  were  listed  and  proved  with  the  town  ac- 
countant's ledger. 

The  financial  transactions  of  the  town  clerk  were 
examined  and  checked.  The  receipts  on  account  of 
dog  and  sporting  licenses,  gasoline  registrations,  and 
licenses  granted  by  the  selectmen  were  examined  and 
checked.  The  payments  to  the  State  and  to  the  town 
treasurer  were  verified,  the  outstanding  licenses  were 
listed  and  proved,  and  the  cash  on  hand  April  30,  1965 
was  proved. 

The  appropriations  were  listed  from  the  town 
clerk's  records  of  town  meetings,  and  the  amounts  voted 
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were  compared  with  the  aggregate  appropriations 
raised  by  the  assessors  in  the  determination  of  the  1963 
and  1964  tax  rates. 

The  records  of  departmental  cash  collections  by 
the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures,  as  well  as  by  the 
police,  health,  school,  and  library  departments,  and  by 
all  other  departments  in  which  money  was  collected  for 
the  town,  were  examined  and  checked.  The  payments 
to  the  town  treasurer  were  verified  by  comparison 
with  the  treasurer's  and  the  accountant's  books,  and 
the  cash  on  hand  in  the  several  departments  was 
proved  by  actual  count. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  town  limit  its  charges 
for  the  use  of  town  owned  highway  equipment  to  high- 
way projects  that  are  State  and  county  aided. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  Berkshire-Hamp- 
shire Veterans'  Service  District  were  examined  and 
checked  in  conjunction  with  the  audit  of  the  town 
treasurer's  accounts  for  the  period  from  January  1, 
1964,  the  date  of  the  previous  examination,  to  April 
30,  1965.  The  receipts  and  disbursements  were  veri- 
fied, and  the  cash  balance  on  April  30,  1965  was 
proved  by  reconciliation  of  the  bank  balances  with 
statements  received  from  the  banks  of  deposit. 

Appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the  bal- 
ance sheet,  are  tables  showing  reconciliations  of  the 
several  cash  accounts,  summaries  of  the  tax,  excise, 
assessment,  tax  title,  tax  possession,  and  departmental 
accounts,  as  well  as  schedules  showing  the  transactions 
and  condition  of  the  several  trust  and  investment  funds. 

For  the  cooperation  extended  by  the  town  officials 
during  the  progress  of  the  audit,  I  wish,  on  behalf  of 
my  assistants  and  for  myself,  to  express  appreciation.

As  directed  by  you,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  books 
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and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  of  the  Town  of  Williams- 
burg for  the  period  from  May  1,  1965,  the  date  of  the 
previous  examination,  to  October  13,  1965,  and  submit 
the  following  report  thereon: 

The  tax  and  excise  accounts  outstanding  at  the  time  of 
the  previous  examination,  as  well  as  all  subsequent  com- 
mitment lists,  were  audited  and  proved  with  the  warrants 
issued  by  the  board  of  assessors  for  their  collection.  The 
recorded  receipts  from  the  time  of  the  previous  audit  to 
the  middle  part  of  June  were  checked,  and  for  the  balance 
of  the  audit  period  the  stubs  representing  collections  had 
to  be  sorted,  corrected  and  entered  in  the  proper  cash  and 
commitment  books.  The  payments  to  the  treasurer  were 
verified,  the  abatements,  as  recorded,  were  compared  with 
the  assessors'  records  of  abatements  granted,  and  the 
outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  proved.  The  lump 
sum  payment  to  the  treasurer  on  October  6,  1965  of 
$34,848.18  had  to  be  classified  as  to  detail  by  levies. 

The  cash  balance  on  October  13,  1965  was  compared 
with  the  cash  in  the  office,  as  counted,  and  with  the  cash 
in  the  bank,  as  shown  by  a  reconciliation  of  the  bank  ac- 
count with  a  statement  furnished  by  the  depository,  this 
comparison  showing  the  sum  of  $196.26  as  due  from  the 
collector. 

Considerable  difficulty  was  encountered  in  proving  the 
collector's  cash,  which,  together  with  the  necessity  of 
doing  the  collector's  clerical  work,  added  materially  to 
the  time  consumed  in  making  the  audit. 

For  purposes  of  verifying  the  outstanding  accounts, 
notices  were  mailed  to  a  number  of  persons  whose  names 
appeared  on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  town,  the 
replies  received  thereto  indicating  that  the  accounts,  as 
listed,  are  correct. 

It  was  noted  that,  for  the  period  covered  by  the  audit, 
only  six  payments  were  made  to  the  treasurer,  and 
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attention  is  again  called  to  the  provisions  of  Section  2  of 
Chapter  60,  General  Laws,  which  state  that  the  collector 
shall,  once  in  each  week  or  oftener,  pay  over  to  the  treas- 
urer all  money  received  by  him  during  the  preceding 
week  or  lesser  period  on  account  of  taxes  and  interest. 

It  is  again  recommended  that  the  tax  collector  take 
action  to  procure  a  complete  settlement  of  the  delinquent 
tax  and  excise  accounts  which  date  back  to  1959. 

Appended  to  this  report  are  tables  showing  a  recon- 
ciliation of  the  collector's  cash  and  summaries  of  the  tax 
and  excise  accounts.

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Report  of  the  Police  Department 


The  streets  were  patrolled  some  weekends  and  hoidays. 

The  police  worked  a  total  of  652 1/2  hours  and  travelled 
3,594  miles.  The  school  crossing  officers  worked  a  total 
of  916  hours. 

No  cars  were  reported  stolen  here.  However,  six  cars 
were  located  here,  that  had  been  stolen  elsewhere. 

Thirtj-seven  automobile  accidents  were  reported  to  the 
local  police.  There  were  twelve  1-car,  24  2-car,  and  1  3- 
car  accidents.  Three  of  the  one-car  accidents  involved 
bicycles  and  one  a  pedestrian.  Twenty-three  persons 
claimed  injuries.  The  State  Police  report  shows  that  they 
investigated  eighteen  accidents.  There  were  no  fatal  ac- 
cidents in  1965. 

Twenty-nine  auto  licenses  were  suspended  by  the 
registrar  during  1965.  Three  requested  by  the  Chief  for 
various  periods  of  time. 

Seven  breaking-entering  and  larceny  complaints  were 
received  by  the  Department,  one  in  a  camp,  two  in  the 
Anne  T.  Dunphy  School,  one  in  an  eating  place,  one  in  a 
drinking  place  and  two  in  stores.  The  two  school  breaks 
and  one  store  break  have  been  solved.  One  complaint  was 
received  by  the  Department  that  a  motorist  was  robbed 
by  a  hitch  hiker  after  he  had  given  him  a  ride. 

Two  late  reports  came  in  to  the  Department  where  dogs 
were  attacking  sheep,  one  dog  was  killed,  one  dog  was  hit 
by  gun  fire  but  got  away.  Seven  stray  dogs  were  taken  to 
the  S.P.C.A.  and  were  destroyed.  Nine  dogs  were  repor- 
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ted  to  police  as  having  been  hit  by  cars.  Seven  were  killed, 
one  of  these  a  stray  (no  identification)  and  two  were 
hurt.  Ten  persons  complained  that  they  were  bitten  by 
dogs. 

Forty-two  summons  were  served  for  outside  police  de- 
partments. Five  warrants  were  served  for  outside  police 
departments. 

Twenty-seven  pistol  permits  were  issued.  Two  dealers 
in  firearms,  shotguns  and  rifles,  one  dealer  in  shotguns 
and  rifles,  three  gunsmiths.  Sixty-nine  dollars  was  paid 
to  the  Town  Treasurer. 

One  patient  was  taken  to  an  institution.  One  patient 
was  returned  to  the  V.A.  Hospital,  two  were  taken  to  the 
State  Hospital  by  the  Police  Department.

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Report  of  School  Committee 


To  the  Townspeople  of  Williamsburg: 
Greetings: 

The  Williamsburg  School  Committee,  comprising 
Robert  Davidson,  Robert  McCutcheon,  George  Childs, 
Richard  Warren  and  Kenneth  Sherk,  organized  with  Mr. 
McCutcheon  as  Secretary  and  Mr.  Sherk  as  Chairman. 
The  Committee  meets  regularly  on  the  last  Wednesday 
evening  of  each  month  and  in  addition  several  special 
meetings  were  held.  The  meetings  are  open  to  the  public. 

We  were  grieved  by  the  death  of  Mrs.  Jean  Snow,  our 
Special  Teacher  in  reading.  She  helped  many  of  our 
pupils  to  achieve  a  higher  competence  in  reading  and  she 
did  this  with  a  patience  and  an  understanding  that  will 
not  be  easily  matched. 

Once  again  a  satisfying  number  of  the  June  graduates 
chose  to  further  their  education  by  going  on  to  college, 
universities  and  professional  schools.  This  performance 
is  a  credit  to  Mr.  Feiker,  the  Guidance  Counsellor,  Mr. 
Buss,  the  High  School  Principal,  and  the  teaching  staff. 

Considerable  work  was  done  on  the  playground  at  the 
Haydenville  building  in  extending  the  area  covered  by 
black-top  and  protecting  neighbors  by  erecting  more  wire 
fence.  General  maintenance  and  repairs  were  carried  out 
in  the  regular  way.  It  should  be  noted  that  expenditures 
on  repairs  this  year  were  far  larger  than  was  anticipated. 

The   change   recommended   by   the  Superintendent 
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whereby  grades  1,  2  &  3  attend  school  in  Haydenville  and 
grades  4,  5  &  6  in  the  Anne  T.  Dunphy  School  was  put 
into  effect  this  fall.  The  plan  which  affords  the  oppor- 
tunity to  group  pupils  according  to  their  ability  in  various 
subjects  seems  to  be  working  to  the  advantage  of  all  the 
students. 

The  Committee  takes  this  opportunity  to  thank  all 
the  individuals  and  organizations  who  have  contributed 
to  scholarships  and  other  awards  for  the  scholastic 
achievement  of  our  students.  The  Committee  recognizes 
and  appreciates  the  spirit  of  good  will  which  it  has  en- 
joyed in  its  relations  with  others  during  the  past  year.

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Superintendent's  Report 


I  am  pleased  to  submit  my  seventh  annual  report  as 
your  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

Many  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  educational  scene 
of  Williamsburg  during  the  past  year. 

The  recommendation  that  the  Haydenville  Center 
School  be  used  for  Grades  One,  Two.  Three  and  that  the 
Anne  T.  Dunphy  School  be  used  for  Grades  Four,  Five, 
Six  was  put  into  effect  in  September.  We  feel  that  the  re- 
sults to  date  have  been  most  gratifying.  It  is  now  possible 
to  have  six  levels  of  reading  instruction  in  each  grade  as 
compared  with  the  three  levels  of  reading  instruction 
offered  in  these  grades  prior  to  this  change.  Mathematics 
and  Spelling  are  other  subject  areas  in  which  ability 
grouping  is  being  used  in  an  effort  to  adjust  instruction 
to  pupil  individual  differences. 

A  correlated  spelling  and  penmanship  series  is  being 
used  in  all  elementary  grades. 

Modern  Mathematics  is  now  the  basic  mathematics  pro- 
gram for  Grades  One  and  Two  and  is  being  used  as  en- 
richment in  Grades  Three  through  Six  for  those  pupils 
who  complete  traditional  mathematics. 

The  Science  program  for  Grades  Four.  Five.  Six  has 
been  examined  very  carefully  during  the  past  year.  An 
in-depth  study  of  the  content  and  methodology  of  an 
elementary  science  course  has  been  carried  on  and  new 
textbooks  have  been  purchased  for  Grade  Six  which 
stress  pupil  experiments  and  observation.  It  is  planned 
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to  expand  this  program  into  Grade  Four  in  1966  and  into 
Grade  Five  in  1967. 


Arrangements  are  being  made  to  provide  an  in-service 
training  course  in  Science  for  the  Fourth,  Fifth  and  Sixth 
Grade  teachers  of  School  Union  #51. 

An  "Open  House"  evening  was  held  in  October  in  the 
Haydenville  Center  and  Anne  T.  Dunphy  Schools  and  a 
"Back-to-School"  night  at  the  Helen  E.  James  School. 

Each  of  these  events  was  very  well  attended  by  inter- 
ested parents.  Teachers  explained  the  aims  and  objectives 
of  their  grade  level  or  subject  and  administrative  regula- 
tions. Parents  had  an  opportunity  to  ask  questions  con- 
cerning general  school  procedures. 

Formal  Parent-Teacher  conferences  were  again  held  in 
November  for  the  parents  of  pupils  in  grades  one  through 
six.  Parents  of  Junior-Senior  High  School  pupils  were 
urged  to  make  individual  appointments  with  teachers  as 
the  structure  of  a  secondary  school  curriculum  makes  it 
impractical  to  schedule  formal  Parent-Teacher  confer- 
ences.

We  are  feeling  the  pressure  of  increased  enrollment 
in  the  elementary  grades.  As  of  this  writing  (December 
1965)  our  first  grade  enrollment  is  63  pupils  and  we  an- 
ticipate an  entering  first  grade  of  over  60  pupils  in  Sep- 
tember 1966. 

It  would  be  educationally  desirable  to  add  another  first 
grade  section  if  classroom  space  were  available. 

The  need  for  more  space  and  more  facilities  than  is 
available  in  the  Helen  E.  James  building  has  been  a  major 
topic  of  concern  during  the  past  year.  The  negative  vote 
at  the  Special  Town  Meeting  concerning  Regional  School 
planning  money  will  delay  a  satisfactory  solution  to  our 
Junior-Senior  High  School  need  for  an  adequate  second- 
ary school  building.  Due  to  this  action  our  High  School 
is  now  faced  with  the  probable  loss  of  accreditation  by 
the  New  England  Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary 
Schools. 

Our  high  school  needs  have  been  sufficiently  publicized 
during  the  past  year  so  that  they  should  not  need  to  be 
repeated  in  this  report. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  further  action  will  be  forth- 
coming in  the  near  future  to  provide  the  girls  and  boys 
of  Williamsburg  with  the  type  of  educational  opportunity 
now  available  to  the  vast  majority  of  high  school  students 
in  this  state. 

The  P.T.A.  has  been  particularly  active  this  year  and 
we  are  all  appreciative  of  its  accomplishments  in  im-

plementing  our  school  program.  The  P.T.A.  was  the 
active  force  in  hosting  the  public  meetings  held  in  the 
spring  and  fall  on  our  school  issues,  the}*  are  providing 
room  mothers  in  all  of  our  elementary  grades  and  are,  in 
general,  fulfilling  the  purposes  of  a  Parent-Teacher  group 
in  seeking  to  constantly  improve  the  educational  oppor- 
tunities of  our  children. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the 
various  organizations  and  individual  citizens  who  con- 
tributed to  the  progress  of  the  youth  of  Williamsburg. 

I  wish  also  to  thank  the  School  Committee  and  the 
teaching  staff  for  the  excellent  relationship  we  have  en- 
joyed during  the  past  year.

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Report  of  School  Nurse 


The  annual  report  of  the  school  nurse  is  herewith  sub- 
mitted for  January  1,  through  December  1965. 

Classroom  inspection  is  made  in  12  elementary  grade 
rooms  each  month  for  improving  personal  hygiene.  A 
few  cases  of  impetigo  and  unhealthy  scalps  were  found. 

Thirteen  baseball  players,  who  had  not  had  a  physical 
examination  in  the  fall,  were  examined  in  March. 

Our  Dental  Health  program  was  made  more  appealing 
by  a  tooth  paste  company  furnishing  us  Dental  Health 
Instructions  with  posters,  booklets  and  instruction  kits. 

Dr.  John  Modestow  was  assisted  with  dental  examina- 
tions on  May  28,  June  2,  and  9.  182  children,  with  per- 
mission from  parents,  were  screened. 

Dental  certificates  were  given  to  311  elementary  grade 
pupils  to  be  signed  by  the  family  dentist  and  returned  to 
school,  showing  how  many  children  go  to  his  or  her  family 
dentist  regularly.  55  have  been  returned  at  this  time. 

Children  in  grades  1  through  6  are  weighed  and  meas- 
ured twice  during  the  school  year.  The  7th,  8th,  9th  and 
12th  grade  pupils  are  weighed  and  measured  at  the  time 
of  his  or  her  physical  examination,  also  the  pupils  who 
take  part  in  competitive  sports. 

The  last  in  a  series  of  3  school  nurses  work  shops  was 
held  at  Simmons  College  June  21  through  June  25.  The 
privilege  of  attending  these  work  shops  the  past  3  years 
has  been  greatly  appreciated  and  helpful  in  my  work. 
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During  the  first  week  of  September  classroom  inspec- 
tion was  made  in  the  elementary  grades  for  personal 
hygiene  reasons  and  to  note  correct  height  of  desk  and 
chair  for  pupil. 

Dr.  Hobbs  was  assisted  with  physical  examinations  of 
97  cheerleaders,  cross  country  runners  and  basketball 
players.  53  minor  defects  were  noted. 

The  Mass.  vision  test  was  completed  on  October  21.  661 
pupils  were  screened.  85  failed  this  test.  This  test  was 
also  used  with  the  kindergarten  children.  61  children 
were  screened;  15  failed  the  test.  Parents  were  notified. 

Dr.  Hemenway  was  assisted  with  physical  examina- 
tions in  Haydenville.  117  children  in  first  and  third 
grades  were  examined.  54  were  found  to  have  minor 
defects. 

Dr.  Hobbs  was  assisted  with  physical  examination  of 
215  pupils  in  5th,  7th,  9th  and  12th  grades.  123  defects 
were  noted  such  as  flat  feet,  poor  posture,  enlarged 
glands,  wax  in  ears,  underweight,  overweight,  acne,  aller- 
gies, functional  heart  murmurs  and  athletes  foot. 

On  November  16  a  meeting  for  School  and  Public 
Health  Nurses  was  attended  at  the  Medical  Health  Center 
in  Amherst.  The  topic  was  4 'Better  Communication  for 
Better  Health." 

Audiometer  tests  are  nearly  completed  in  the  elemen- 
tary schools. 

Plans  are  made  for  the  Tine  Tuberculosis  test  to  be 
used  in  the  1st,  7th  and  12th  grades. 

18  home  visits  have  been  made. 

Available  funds  were  located  to  aid  children  in  getting 
glasses  or  dental  care. 

First  aid  was  given  to  many  children  with  bumps, 
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bruises,  abrasions  and  minor  ailments. 

A  few  cases  of  contagious  diseases  were  reported 
among  the  school  children  . 

I  wish  to  thank  Mr.  Reddington,  the  teachers,  the 
school  physicians,  the  School  Committee  and  all  parents 
for  their  cooperation.

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Selectmen's  Report 


This  report  will  cover  only  the  more  important  items  of 
the  Selectmen's  work  during  the  past  year.  It  goes  with- 
out saying  that  the  regular  meetings  were  held  each  Mon- 
day evening  throughout  the  year,  with  the  exception  of 
the  two  summer  months,  when  meetings  were  held  every 
other  week.  The  usual  length  of  a  session  is  two  hours  — 
although  some  last  for  more  than  three,  and  one  or  two 
were  finished  in  half  an  hour. 

During  the  year,  final  work  on  the  elimination  of  the 
underpass  in  Haydenville  was  completed,  thus  improving 
markedly  a  section  of  Route  9  through  that  Village.  In 
the  process  of  this  reconstruction  the  State  took  over  that 
small  portion  of  Route  9  which  had  previously  been  under 
Town  care. 

The  Selectmen  have  negotiated  with  the  State  for 
significant  help  in  the  matter  of  rip-rapping  the  north 
shore  of  Mill  River  as  it  passes  Valley  View  Avenue.  This 
shore  has  shown  distinct  signs  of  deterioration,  and  needs 
the  proposed  construction  to  save  it.  It  is  hoped  that  the 
State  will  spend  up  to  eight  thousand  dollars  if  the  Town 
will  contribute  two  thousand. 

Continuing  their  policy  of  maintaining  a  well  lighted 
Town,  the  Selectmen  have  improved  the  street  lighting  in 
various  sections,  and  with  the  cooperation  of  the  citizens 
hope  to  do  more  next  year. 

The  construction  on  Mountain  Street  has  been  com- 
pleted, thus  giving  a  relatively  straight  highway  through 
that  section  of  Town.  The  bypassed  section  of  the  old 
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road  will  be  maintained  for  the  use  of  those  living  on  it. 
Incidentally,  it  will  have  to  be  named,  and  a  proposal  will 
be  presented  at  the  Annual  Meeting. 

Two  special  meetings  of  the  Town  were  called  during 
the  year.  The  first  was  to  request  a  routine  transfer  of 
funds  from  one  account  to  another.  This  not  being  con- 
troversial, the  usual  difficulty  of  getting  a  quorum  ensued. 
By  dint  of  raiding  a  Square  Dance,  and  of  taking  people 
off  the  street,  the  magic  number  of  60  persons  was  finally 
rounded  up,  and  the  business  went  off  quicky. 

In  contrast  was  the  special  meeting  concerning  funds 
for  the  planning  committee  for  the  proposed  Regional 
High  School.  The  largest  number  in  the  memory  of  any- 
one there  turned  out  for  discussion  and  action.  In  excess 
of  six  hundred  persons  attended. 

The  Selectmen  also  call  to  the  attention  of  their 
fellow  townsmen  the  fact  that  surplus  food  distribution 
is  now  provided  for  those  qualifying,  once  a  month  at  the 
Town  Office  Building.  This  program  should  prove  to  be 
of  distinct  benefit  to  the  Towns'  assistance  work.  The 
Selectmen  urge  their  fellow  townsmen  to  familiarize 
themselves  with  the  details  of  the  plan,  and  the  benefits 
that  we  may  gain  from  its  operation. 

Investigation  and  study  for  the  proposed  sewer  plans 
have  gone  steadily  forward.  It  is  not  a  project  that  lends 
itself  to  quick  action,  the  details  being  so  many.  The 
Selectmen  will  give  definite  information  to  their  fellow 
citizens  just  as  quickly  as  they  have  any  to  give.

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Report  of  Fire  Department 


Fire  calls  during  the  year  were  as  follows:  5  chimney, 
8  house,  3  automotive,  5  oil  burner,  18  grass  brush  and 
woodland,  9  dump,  2  mutual  aid,  3  business  establish- 
ments, and  4  misc.  This  is  an  increase  of  10  fire  calls  over 
last  year,  but  our  fire  losses  were  much  less  than  in  years 
past. 

The  Board  of  Health  has  improved  the  fire  break  a- 
round  the  Haydenville  Dump,  and  dug  a  water  hole  near 
the  wooded  area  in  back.  It  is  hoped  this  will  improve 
fire  conditions  in  that  area. 

Schools  have  been  inspected  numerous  times  during  the 
year  and  although  no  serious  hazards  are  apparent,  it  is 
felt  by  this  Dept.  that  sprinkler  systems  should  be  in- 
stalled in  all  schools.  This  could  possibly  save  a  life  and 
certainly  a  considerable  amount  of  property  damage  due 
to  fire. 

Every  one  should  know  the  phone  number  of  their  Fire 
Dept.  These  numbers  are  listed  inside  the  front  cover  of 
the  phone  book,  under  Fire  Dept.  and  in  the  alphabetical 
listing,  and  under  Williamsburg,  Town  of. 

Deputy  Chief  Lester  Wells  retired  in  June.  He  has 
been  a  very  dedicated  firefighter  to  our  town  for  nearly 
40  years.  Harold  Madison  was  appointed  to  take  his 
place. 

Fire  fighters  each  year  conduct  at  least  two  chicken 
bar-b-cues  and  a  coon  supper  in  town  for  the  purpose  of 
purchasing  small  equipment  and  uniforms,  giving  a  $100 
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scholarship  and  sponsoring  the  little  league  baseball  team, 
and  firemen's  muster  team. 

Two  men  from  this  department  attended  the  fire  offi- 
cers' conferences  at  the  University  of  Connecticut  for  3 
days  in  April  and  one  man  attended  he  New  Haven  Fire 
College  for  one  week  in  June. 

Engine  Two  in  the  Haydenville  station  is  now  over  20 
years  old  and  should  be  replaced.  An  engine  similiar  to 
the  type  in  the  Williamsburg  station  would  give  Hayden- 
ville much  better  fire  protection.  It  would  have  a  larger 
motor,  chassis,  pump  and  water  carrying  capacity.  These 
items  are  necessary  for  modern  day  fire  fighting. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  gratitude  to  the  men  of  both 
fire  companys  for  their  continued  cooperation  during  the 
year.

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Report  of  Water  Commissioners 


Despite  drought  conditions  during  the  summer  of  1965, 
by  judicious  use  of  the  gravel  packed  well,  the  storage 
reservoir  on  Unquemonk  Mountain  was  kept  at  a  rela- 
tively high  level.  By  November  the  reservoir  was  again 
at  full  capacity. 

Work  by  the  American  Telephone  and  Telegraph 
Company  laying  underground  cable  on  their  right  of  way 
through  the  Watershed  was  completed  very  satisfactorily. 
The  streams  were  properly  replaced  and  the  right  of  way 
seeded  to  grass. 

The  two  major  projects  of  the  department  during  the 
year  were  (1)  the  laying  of  300  feet  of  eight-inch  main 
from  Fort  Hill  Road  down  a  right  of  way  behind  the 
Noble  Manufacturing  Company,  and  (2)  refacing  the 
dam  in  the  Ashfield  Stream  with  concrete.  This  dam  pro- 
tects the  water  main  to  Nash  Hill  and  Valley  View. 

There  were  ten  renewals  of  84  inch  services  during  the 
year.  There  was  one  renewal  of  a  six-inch  service  as  well 
as  one  new  %  inch,  one  new  one-inch  and  one  new  six- 
inch  service  installed. 

Three  new  hydrants  were  installed  as  replacements  for 
existing  old  hydrants.

Report  of  Finance  Committee 


The  Finance  Committee  held  several  meetings  dur- 
ing the  year  1965  to  transfer  funds  to  cover  over-drafts 
and  to  meet  extraordinary  expenses  and  to  discuss 
articles  for  the  special  town  meetings.  The  transfers 
from  the  Reserve  Fund  are  listed  by  the  Town  Account- 
ant in  his  annual  report  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

During  the  year  it  has  been  our  regret  to  accept  the 
resignations  of  Messrs.  Vernon  West  and  Gilbert  Han- 
son. To  fill  out  their  unexpired  terms,  the  Moderator 
has  appointed  Messrs.  Winfield  Smith  and  Martin 
Hebert. 

One  of  the  duties  of  the  Finance  Committee  is  to 
submit  a  budget  to  the  town  meeting.  To  fulfill  this 
obligation,  meetings  were  held  with  the  various  town 
officers.  The  Finance  Committee  is  most  grateful  for 
the  whole-hearted  cooperation  of  these  officers  in  pre- 
senting their  budgetary  requests  for  review.  Our  rec- 
ommendations will  be  found  in  the  final  column  of  the 
Budget  Requests  for  1966  printed  elsewhere  in  the 
Town  Report.  (See  Page  No.  83) . 

Another  responsibility  of  the  Finance  Committee  is 
to  advise  the  town  upon  a  course  of  action  concerning 
the  Articles  in  the  Warrant  of  the  town  meeting.  To 
facilitate  this  action  our  recommendations  are  listed 
with  the  articles. 

Each  year  brings  an  increase  in  the  costs  of  opera- 
tion. The  Finance  Committee  asks  each  voter  to  con- 
sider carefully  his  full  responsibility  when  voting.  This 
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year  the  town  meeting  will  be  held  in  the  evening  in 
the  hope  that  voters  who  in  the  past  have  not  been 
able  to  attend  will  avail  themselves  of  this  privilege. 

The  Finance  Committee  wishes  to  thank  all  town 
officers  for  their  cooperation  and  to  commend  them  for 
holding  down  over-drafts  and  requests  for  transfers 
during  the  year  1965.

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REGIONAL  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


During  1965,  the  Regional  School  Committee  members 
from  Williamsburg  continued  to  meet  with  the  members 
from  the  other  5  towns  in  the  School  District.  The  com- 
mittee felt,  that,  in  view  of  two  evaluations  of  our  high 
school  in  1964,  the  time  for  further  action  was  at  hand. 

The  report  from  the  New  England  Association  of 
Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools  stated:  "In  reality,  the 
space  in  the  Helen  E.  James  School  is  woefully  inadequate 
for  the  program  presently  being  offered  and  this  lack  of 
space  in  itself  prohibits  any  major  attempt  to  make  the 
program  serve  the  needs  of  all  the  boys  and  girls  in  the 
area  adequately.  Our  basic  recommendation,  therefore, 
is  that  all  efforts  be  concentrated  on  securing  adequate 
physical  facilities  for  an  adequate  program."  The  Massa- 
chusetts Department  of  Education  report  said:  "The 
limitations  of  an  obsolete  building  are  so  severe  that  no 
appreciable  expenditure  should  be  made  on  the  present 
plant.  Steps  should  be  taken  immediately  to  secure  an 
adequate  school  plant  to  house  a  comprehensive  educa- 
tional program." 

In  1964,  the  N.  E.  Association  of  Colleges  and  Second- 
ary Schools  gave  the  high  school  a  two  year  tentative  ex- 
tension of  accrediation  which  is  due  to  expire  in  1966.  It 
is  quite  obvious  that  a  continuance  of  accreditation  will 
depend  on  the  town's  taking  active  steps  to  remedy  what 
this  organization  found  to  be  definite  lacks  in  our  system. 
If  Williamsburg  wants  accreditation  continued,  it  will 
have  to  offer  substantial  evidence  of  an  attempt  to  im- 
prove the  situation  in  the  James  School. 

Because  of  the  above,  this  committee  in  1965  restudied 
the  six  town  Regional  School  plan  proposed  originally, 
found  it  to  be  a  sound  plan  educationally  and  financially 
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with  the  information  it  had.  To  provide  concrete  figures, 
the  committee  proposed  a  planning  budget  to  provide  pre- 
liminary drawings,  borings  and  tests  to  determine  an 
adequate  site  for  such  a  school.  In  a  town  meeting  in 
November  1965,  the  town  turned  down  this  proposal. 

There  are  alternative  solutions  to  this  education  pro- 
blem. A  local  committee  is  exploring  the  possibility  of 
forming  a  new  region  with  the  towns  of  Southampton  and 
Westhampton  and  other  towns  interested  in  joining.  We 
can  just  let  things  stay  as  they  are  and  do  nothing  —  a 
very  expensive  idea  financially  and  educationally.  We 
could  add  to  our  present  facilities — again  expensive  since 
there  would  be  no  financial  aid  from  the  state.  Any 
solution  is  going  to  cost  money  and  add  to  the  tax  rate. 
This  town  will  have  to  find  the  best  answer;  the  best 
educational  value  for  every  dollar  spent. 

This  committee  feels  the  best  answer  to  this  is  the  six 
town  region  orignally  proposed.  Without  a  sound  solu- 
tion, our  children  will  suffer  greatly  in  all  areas  of  their 
education,  they  will  not  be  having  what  all  students  need 
now  in  a  very  demanding  age.  Without  a  good  solution, 
when  the  time  comes  in  the  very  near  future  for  a  num- 
ber of  our  very  best  teachers  to  retire,  we  will  not  be  able 
to  attract  replacements  of  equal  ability.  Without  a  real 
solution,  Williamsburg  will  suffer  greatly  and  very  pos- 
sibly become  an  isolated  community  with  a  poor  second- 
ary school.

Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

During  the  year  1965  a  total  of  $102,899.96  was  spent 
for  assistance  on  all  Welfare  Programs  including  Old  Age 
Assistance,  Medical  Assistance  for  the  Aged,  Disability 
Assistance,  Aid  to  Families  with  Dependent  Children  and 
General  Assistance. 

The  total  reimbursements  claimed  for  assistance  from 
Federal,  State  and  other  sources  amounted  to  $82,285.00; 
$1,583.12  was  disallowed  by  the  state  from  July,  1960  to 
June,  1961  audit  and  was  deducted  from  the  state  reim- 
bursement for  1965,  leaving  actual  amount  due  $80,701.88 
and  leaving  the  town's  net  cost  for  assistance  $22,198.08. 

The  total  Administration  Expense  for  1965  amounted 
to  $3,719.40.  $2,440.86  was  received  from  Federal  and 
an  additional  $767.36  was  received  from  State  for  Admin- 
istration of  Old  Age  Assistance,  Medical  Assistance  for 
the  Aged,  Disability  Assistance,  and  Aid  to  Families  with 
Dependent  Children  programs,  leaving  the  town's  net  cost 
$511.18. 

Of  the  total  payments  made  for  assistance  $66,527.88 
was  for  Medical  Attention  which  is  broken  down  as  fol- 
lows:

OLD  AGE  ASSISTANCE 


At  the  beginning  of  the  year  1965  there  were  16  OAA 
cases  and  no  cases  pending.  Twelve  (12)  applications 
were  received  during  the  year  and  12  cases  approved, 
none  denied,  leaving  none  pending  decision  at  the  end  of 
the  year.  Seventeen  (17)  cases  were  closed  or  transferred 
to  MAA,  leaving  an  active  case  load  as  of  December  31, 
1965  of  11  cases.  During  the  year  a  total  of  28  cases  were 
aided. 

The  total  assistance  payments  in  OAA  amounted  to 
$21,147.97.  Of  this  amount  $3,147.97  was  expended  from 
Federal  Appropriation  and  $18,000.00  was  expended  from 
Town  Appropriation.  The  total  reimbursements  from 
Federal,  State  and  other  sources  amounted  to  $18,419.72, 
leaving  the  town's  net  cost  of  $2,728.25. 

It  is  anticipated  that  an  expenditure  of  $22,000.00  will 
be  made  in  OAA  payments  during  the  year  1966  and  that 
$10,000.00  will  be  received  in  Federal  Grants,  leaving  a 
needed  appropriation  of  $12,000.00.

AID  TO  FAMILIES  WITH 
DEPENDENT  CHILDREN 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  10  AFDC 
cases.  Six  (6)  applications  were  received  during  the  year, 
4  of  which  were  approved,  2  denied  and  none  was  pending 
decision  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Eight  (8)  cases  were 
closed,  leaving  an  active  case  load  as  of  December  31, 
1965  of  6  cases,  with  45  eligible  recipients.  A  total  of  14 
cases  received  aid  during  the  year. 

The  total  AFDC  payments  amounted  to  $13,321.85.  Of 
this  amount  $5,321.85  was  spent  from  Federal  Appro- 
priation and  $10,000.00  was  spent  from  Town  Appropria- 
tion.

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  6  MAA  cases. 
Nineteen  (19)  applications  were  received  during  the  year 
and  19  were  approved,  none  pending,  none  denied.  Four

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USEFUL  DEFINITIONS  TO  INCREASE 


YOUR  WORD  POWER 

1  SURPLUS  REVENUE  This  fund  is  the  amount  by 
which  the  cash,  accounts  receivable  and  other  assets  ex- 
ceed the  liabilities  and  reserves. 

2.  FREE  CASH  The  amount  of  the  surplus  revenue 
account  over  and  above  uncollected  taxes  of  prior  years, 
overdrafts  and  unprovided  for  accounts  as  certified  by 
the  Director  of  Accounts  as  of  the  first  of  January. 

3.  OVERLAY  This  fund  is  the  amount  raised  by  the 
assessors  in  excess  of  appropriations  and  other  charges 
for  the  purpose  of  covering  abatements  granted  and 
avoiding  fractions.  Any  balance  in  the  overlay  account 
for  a  given  year  in  excess  of  the  amount  of  taxes  for  such 
year  not  collected  or  abated  is  transferred  to  overlay 
reserve. 

4.  OVERLAY  SURPLUS  The  accumulated  amount 
of  overlay  for  various  years  not  used  or  required  to  be 
held  in  the  overlay  account  may  be  used  by  a  town  for 
extraordinary  or  unforseen  purposes.  The  Bureau  holds 
that  appropriations  for  the  reserve  fund  and  "extra- 
ordinary" expenses  may  be  voted  from  the  overlay  re- 
serve at  the  annual  town  meeting  but  not  for  "unforseen" 
expenses.  At  special  town  meetings  held  subsequently  to 
the  annual  meeting,  appropriations  may  be  voted  from 
overlay  reserve  for  extraordinary  or  unforseen  purposes. 
No  part  of  such  balance  ever  passes  into  surplus  revenue. 

5.  RESERVE  FUND  To  provide  for  extraordinary 
or  unforeseen  expenditures,  a  town  may  at  an  annual 
meeting  appropriate  a  sum  not  exceeding  five  per  cent  of 
the  tax  levy  of  the  preceding  year,  to  be  known  as  the  re- 
serve fund.  No  direct  drafts  against  this  fund  shall  be 
made,  but  transfers  from  the  fund  may  from  time  to  time 
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be  voted  by  the  finance  committee  or  appropriation  com- 
mittee of  the  town,  in  towns  having  such  a  committee,  and 
in  other  towns  by  the  selectmen;  arid  the  town  accountant 
in  towns  having  such  an  official,  and  in  other  towns  the 
auditor  or  board  of  auditors,  shall  make  such  transfers 
accordingly.  Chapter  40  Section  6,  General  Laws. 

6.  ESTIMATED  RECEIPTS  City  auditors  and  town 
accountants,  or  if  there  is  no  town  acountant,  the  town 
treasurer,  are  required  to  provide  the  assessors  each  year 
with  a  detailed  list  of  the  sources  and  amounts  of  the  re- 
cipts  of  the  preceding  year.  In  calculating  the  tax  rate, 
the  assessors  are  directed  to  make  estimates  of  all  the 
receipts  which  will  be  applicable  to  the  payment  of  expen- 
ditures, but  those  estimates  may  not  exceed  the  amounts 
actually  received  the  year  before  except  with  a  written 
approval  of  the  Tax  Commissioner.  Receipts  from  the 
Federal  Government  for  various  programs  and  from  the 
Commonwealth  for  highway  purposes  are  not  included 
because  the  city  or  town  does  not  include  that  portion  of 
the  cost  in  their  appropriations. 

7.  AVAILABLE  FUNDS  Free  Cash,  reserves  and 
unexpended  balances  available  for  appropriation. 

8.  CHAPTER  90  HIGHWAYS  General  Law  which 
provides  for  contributions  by  the  State  and  County  for 
construction  and  maintenance  of  certain  Town  ways. 
Usually  roads  leading  from  one  Town  to  another. 

9.  CHAPTER  81  HIGHWAYS  General  Law  which 
provides  the  Department  of  Public  Works  to  spend  state 
money  for  repair  and  improvement  of  local  roads  in  cer- 
tain small  towns.  The  expenditure  of  all  funds,  state  and 
local,  is  under  the  direction  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works.  The  selection  of  the  particular  ways  to  be  im- 
proved or  repaired  is  determined  by  agreement  between 
the  Department  of  Public  Works  and  the  selectmen.  The 
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work  on  Chapter  81  projects  is  done  by  local  crews  under 
the  highway  superintendent. 

10.  MATCHING  FUNDS  Amounts  made  available 
by  special  State  and  Federal  acts  to  supplement  local 
appropriations  for  specific  types  of  projects. 

11.  EXCESS  AND  DEFICIENCY  (E  and  D)  Same 
as  Surplus  Revenue. 

12.  CHERRY  SHEET  Details  of  State  and  County 
charges  and  reimbursements  used  in  determining  the  tax 
rate.  Known  as  "Cherry  Sheet"  due  to  the  color  of  the 
paper  used. 

13.  STABILIZATION  FUND  Towns  should  be  en- 
couragd  to  save  for  a  rainy  day  and  this  fund  created  in 
1945  under  Chapter  40,  Section  5B  makes  it  possible. 

"for  the  purpose  of  creating  a  stabilization  fund 
.  .  .  towns  .  .  .  may  appropriate  in  any  year  an  amount 
not  to  exceed  ten  per  cent  of  the  amount  raised  in 
the  preceding  year  by  taxation  of  real  estate  and 
tangible  personal  property  or  such  larger  amounts 
as  may  be  approved  by  the  Emergency  Finance 
Board.  The  aggregate  amount  in  the  fund  at  any 
time  shall  not  exceed  ten  per  cent  of  the  assessed 
valuation  of  real  estate  and  tangible  personal  pro- 
perty therein  in  the  preceding  year.  Any  interest 
shall  be  added  to  and  become  a  part  of  the  fund. 

The  stabilization  fund  may  be  appropriated,  in  a 
town  at  an  annual  town  meeting  by  a  two-thirds 
vote  for  any  purpose  for  which  the  town  would  be 
authorized  to  borrow  money  under  Section  7  or  8  of 
Chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws  or  for  such  other 
municipal  purpose  as  is  approved  by  said  Emer- 
gency Finance  Board. 

The  school  building  assistance  law  encourages  fore- 
handedness  in  towns  by  giving  to  the  towns,  in  the  first 
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year  of  construction,  an  amount  from  its  eventual  take 
equal  to  an  amount  devoted  by  that  town  from  its  fund. 

a.  The  State  will  match  sums  taken  from  a  Stabili- 
zation Fund  only  for  a  minimum  of  $75,000.00  to 
a  maximum  of  $100,000.00. 

b.  If  the  grant  is  less  than  $75,000.00,  the  State  will 
give  three-quartrs  of  the  grant,  the  balance  of  aid 
to  be  paid  over  the  years  of  borrowing. 

c.  If  there  is  no  borrowing,  the  balance  of  aid  will  be 
paid  over  five  years. 

d.  No  amount  can  be  counted  toward  Stabilization 
Fund  matching  unless  it  was  in  the  Fund  on  the 
December  31st  next  preceding  the  vote  of  the 
Town  appropriating  from  the  Fund. 

e.  The  matching  amount  has  to  be  used  in  lieu  of 
borrowing. 

f.  The  amount  due  to  be  received  as  matching  aid 
may  be  borrowed  as  short  term  (under  1  year) 
notes. 

g.  There  is  no  longer  any  requirement  that  50%  or 
more  of  the  project  be  borrowed. 

h.  Withdrawals  for  school  purposes  from  the  Stabili- 
zation Fund  may  be  made  at  annual  or  special 
town  meetings  with  a  two-thirds  vote. 

i.  The  treasurer  shall  be  the  custodian  of  the  fund 
and  may  invest  it  in  securities  as  are  legal  for  in- 
vestment for  savings  banks  under  the  laws  of  the 
commonwealth  or  deposit  it  in  national  banks, 
savings  banks,  cooperative  banks  or  trust  com- 
panies organized  under  the  laws  of  the  common- 
wealth. 
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14.  ASSESSED  VALUATION  Our  whole  property 
structure  is  based  on  the  theory  that  every  property 
owner  should  contribute  toward  the  cost  of  local  govern- 
ment in  proportion  to  the  value  of  his  property.  The  de- 
termination of  that  value  for  each  property  owner  is  the 
major  work  of  the  assessors.  Each  year,  the  board  of 
assessors  in  each  city  and  town  prepares  an  alphabetical 
list  of  the  property  owners  of  the  town  with  a  list  of  each 
property  and  its  valuation.  The  law  contemplates  listing 
both  personal  and  real  property  on  a  single  list,  however, 
for  more  efficiency  and  control  in  the  larger  towns  separ- 
ate lists  are  prepared  for  real  and  personal  property  and 
farm  animal  excise.  The  total  of  the  real  and  personal  is 
the  base  upon  which  the  assessors  fix  the  annual  tax  rate 
in  dirct  proportion  to  the  value  of  the  property  taxed. 

15.  EQUALIZED  VALUATION  The  amount  of  pro- 
perty and  the  proportion  of  every  thousand  dollars  of 
state  tax  for  each  city  and  town  in  the  several  counties 
of  the  commonwealth,  as  contained  in  the  following 
schedule,  are  hereby  established,  and  shall  constitute  a 
basis  of  apportionment  for  state  and  county  taxes  for  the 
years  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-six  to  nineteen  hunderd 
fifty,  inclusive,  or  until  another  is  made  and  enacted  by 
the  general  court.  Acts  of  1945,  Chapter  559.  This  would 
represent  the  total  value  of  taxable  property  in  each  city 
and  town  if  all  were  valued  by  the  same  set  of  rules.  Our 
equalized  valuation  upon  which  a  state  or  county  tax 
shall  be  levied  and  which  is  also  commonly  used  for  the 
apportionment  of  grants  to  the  town  for  highway  and 
school  purposes  is  $1,605,991.00,  under  Acts  of  1945, 
Chapter  660,  Acts  of  1963  amended  total  to  $2,963,000.00. 

16.  INSIDE  DEBT  LIMIT  Legislature  has  given 
cities  and  towns  freedom  to  borrow  for  any  out  of  the  list 
of  the  most  common  improvements  so  long  as  the  total 
for  all  such  purposes  at  any  time  does  not  exceed  an  a- 
mount  known  as  the  debt  limit.  The  limit  5%  of  the 
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taxable  valuation  in  towns;  but  a  state  board,  the  Emer- 
gency Finance  Board,  has  power  to  authorize  borrowing 
up  to  double  those  limits.  The  taxable  value  upon  which 
these  limits  is  based  is  an  average  of  the  valuation  in  the 
three  preceeding  years,  including  the  value  of  motor 
vehicles  and  reduced  by  the  amount  of  abatements 
granted.  However,  an  appropriation  of  at  least  twenty- 
five  cents  on  each  one  thousand  dollars  of  assessed  valua- 
tion of  the  preceding  year  must  be  made  from  available 
funds  or  raised  by  taxation. 

17.  OUTSIDE  DEBT  LIMIT  Borrowing  for  some 
unusual,  non-recurrent  purposes  and  for  some  purposes 
usually  financed  out  of  revenue  other  than  taxes  is  per- 
mitted outside  the  debt  limit.  School  Construction,  Water 
System,  Chapter  90  Highways  and  Emergency  loans 
generally  fall  within  this  provision. 
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
